Weather “Man Warns 


Farmers About Con- 
tinued Heat 


DES MOINES, Ia. (INS)— Every 
precaution must be taken by Iowa 
farmers to conserve the old corn re- 
maining on the farms and care for 
the new crop, Charles D. Reed, 
United States senior meteorologist 
and director of the weather bureau 
here today in his weekly Iowa wea- 
ther and crop bulletin. 

Mr. Reed warned that there is an 
85 per cent probability that July 
will be hot and dry with rain be- 
low normal and temperatures above 
normal. Even in August, the me- 
teorologist said, the chances are 
strong that similar weather will 
prevail. 

As yet, Reed said, no permanent 
damage has been done to corn or 
wheat crops but oats have been ser- 
iously hurt by the heat of the last 
month and potatoes and fruits suf- 
fered greatly in the northern and 
eastern counties. 

June Records Fall 

In the northern half of Iowa dur- 
ing the heat wave of the seven day 
period ending at seven A. M. yes- 
terday, Reed ‘stated, nearly every 
station equalled or exceeded the 
June heat record of the last 58 
years. The average temperature 
of the state for the week, Reed 
said, was 87.5 degrees ér 15.8 de- 
grees above normal. The week was 
6.6 degrees warmer than any other 
week in 1930.

Continuing Mr. Reed said: “Oata 
have already been prematurely rip- 
ened and permanently damaged by 
the heat which struck the crop in 
the critical filling stage.

Smut and rust are also rather pre- 
valent. A large acreage of damaged 
oats will be cut for hay.

CAR RUNS WILD 
ON STEEP HILL 
AS BRAKES FAIL 


Death Occurs When 
Auto Hits South- 
End Bus 


Lack of adequate brakes on the 
car he was driving was-directly re- 
sponsible for the death of Hiram 
Bloomer, 46, almost instantly killed 
Tuesday evening when his car 
crashed into a bus operated by ‘he 
Muscatine Coach Lines company, 
on Hershey avenue at the foot of 
Green street. This fact was brought 
out at a coroner’s inquest held xt 
10 a. m. today in the Fairbanks 
Home for funerals, following which 
the jury’ consisiing of William 
Cochran, E. O. Burnside and J. H. 
Harris, returned a_ verdict that 
death was accidental. 

Witnesses told how the car in 
which Mr. Bloomer and his brother- 
in-law, Ed Faulhaber, 216 Rose- 
lawn avenue, were riding, got out of 
control néar the top of Green street 
hill; how it sped down the incline 
at break-neck speed to crash into 
the bus at the foot of the hill with 
such an impact that it could be felt 
by the score or more of passengers 
bound for their homes.

Both Mr. Bloomer anu Mr. Faul- 
haber were hurled to thc pavement. 
Mr. Bloomer incurred a deep gash 
in.the back of his head and a frac- 
tured skull which resulted = in 
hemorrhages of the brain and 
caused his death.

OUTGUESSING 


With this hand at Auction South 
would bid one Diamond, West one 
Spade, and North two Diamonds 
which would become the final dec- 
laration. 


At Contract South opened the 
bidding with two Diamonds. West 
bid two Spades. North, with a bit 
more than four raisers (four would 
be amply sufficient), closed the 
contracting by, bidding five Dia- 
monds. , 

West led the King and Ace of 
Spades on which East played in 
order the Eight and Deuce. . This 
high-low signal of course indicated 
a desire to have West lead a third 
round of the suit, and West led the 
Ten. Dummy trumped with the 
Diamond Jack and East discarded a 
Club. South now realized that his 
logical trump finesse was sure 1o 
fail because if the. King of Dia- 
monds had been held by East, -he 
would have over-ruffed dummy’s 
Jack and won a trick with a King 
that otherwise might be worthless. 
South, therefore, abandoned the 
finesse as hopeless and on dummy’s 
trump lead played his Ace, Logic 
was rewarded when the Ace drop- 
ped West’s King and Declarer had 
a show-down for the remaining 
ten tricks. 

Did West play this hand to the 
best possible advantage? 

The Correct Play 

_ West can expect that South, not- 
ing East’s high-low signal, will 
trump high in dummy. If South 
holds the Ace-Queen and ruffs with 
dummy’s Jack, East will not be able 
to cover-ruff and West’s trump 
King will be marked for destruc- 
tion. Since otherwise Declarer 
would ‘take the finesse, West’s play 
of the third Spade probably will 
lose a trick and give Declarer game. 
Against an average opponent West 
should ignore East’s signal and lead 
a Heart to tempt Declarer into fi- 
nessing the Diamond; against 
very expert opponent it might be 
well to lead the third round of 
Spades and pray .that Declarer will 
assume that East has King-x-x in 
trumps. and is making his Kingz 
good by having North ruff once. 
An astute South would be apt to 
correctly interpret East’s strange 
disregard of his partner’s high-low 
signal.

“Mind-Y our-Own-Business” 

In the Bulletin of the Citizens Medical Reference Bureau 
of May 80, 1981, an account is given of a new polity on the 
part of organized medicine, that of ‘“Mind-Your-Own- 
Business.” Such a policy comes as a dramatic climax at a 
medical gathering for the purpose of discussing who shall be 
permitted to continue the practice of medicine, since the ef- 
forts of organization previously fave been in the direction of 
creating a monopoly of the healing art. 

Other physicians present at the conference joined in ex- 
pressing the same sentiments. 

The occasion for this. discussion was at the meeting of the 
Annual Congress on Medical Education, Medical Licensure~ 
and Hospitals, held in Chicago, February 16-18, 1931, reported 
in the Journal of the AMA, April 25, 1931, page 1409. 

Dr. Henry M. Fitzhugh of Baltimore stated: 

“I suggest that perhaps the best thing for rational, ethical 
medicine to do would be to form a great big Mind-Your-Own- 
Business society, Then let the other fellows do about as they 
please. The thing that decides how long a sect or a cult or an 
individual or an idea lasts is whether it is any good or not. It 
can be stimulated, it can be helped; it can be propagandized 
by opposition. If it is let alone, it generally dies. If we 
would form a Mind-Your-Own-Business society and stick to 
it, our business would be to search the fields of science and 
research and knowledge, and select whatever will be of any 
usé to uS in our endeavors to relieve and prevent disease. 
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The second part of business would be to develop our per- 
sonnel to include in the great profession people of such char- 
acter and ability as to provide first class medical service for 
the community. The third part of our business would be to 
develop instrumentalities by means of which the personnel 
could make the knowledge effective, hospitals, clinics, what- 
ever is necessary to make knowledge effective. Think of the 
doctors themselves. We are a representative body of men, 


but we are not so hot. We don’t know what gives a fellow a | 


cold in the head. We talk about filtrable virus though we 
don’t know much about it. We are fighting cancer, but more 
are dying of it every year. It is the same with heart disease. 
The public isn’t terribly concerned about being protected. 
People want a chance to do what they please and pick out 
the best man in the community.” 

At this same conference Dr, Thomas J. Crowe of Dallas, 
Texas, attacked the use of the word “Quack.” He said: 

“I have in mind the word ‘quack.’ That word as we use it 


in the press, in public addresses in meetings and elsewhere : 


has done more to retard the progress of scientific medicine 
than any other word in the English language. It never pays 
to ridicule, and abuse is a dangerous boomerang; not infre- 
quently it returns to do injury to the man who threw it.” 

Dr. B, E. Corbus of Grand Rapids, Michigan, made a few 
remarks concerning legislation in regard to so-called “cults.” 
He said, “I don’t think we are getting anywhere, I am not 
sure that it would do us, as doctors, any great amount of 
harm if we let the people have the things they want. I think 
it is time that the public fought its own battle. The point is 
to educate the public so that it will do something toward self 
protection from the incompetent man. We have been trying 
for some years to make better doctors .. . If you will raise ¢he 
standard of your doctor you will do more than by fighting in 
the legislature.” : 








Dr. Ernest E. Irons, in the Journal of the AMA of April 
18, 1931, emphasized the fact that methods of treatment of 
disease, like styles and fabrics of dress, change from year to 
year and from decade to decade, and in both even a brief 
historical review will demonstrate a continued repetitién of 
older practices somewhat modified to meet new condifions 
and modes.’ In particular the change in opinion concerning 
vaccine therapy was stressed. In 1912 it was most popular 
but its use declined until in 1928. In the course of gathering 
data on the number of physicians using vaccine therapy to any 
extent, out of 1,519 physicians only a few still used it at all, 
to whom a quéstionnaire was sent. it was discovered that, 
of these, 140 instances were recorded of harmful results and 


in a number of cases death was considered to have been , 
caused by the use of vaccines subcutaneously injected. Sev- 


enteen cases of asthma were reported to have followed 
courses of bacterial vaccines, administered to patients who 
previously were not known to have suffered from asthma. 

“The concensus of opinion of these 1,500 physicians indi- 
cated that the great expectations of the period from 1906 to 
1912 for the general usefulness of vaccines had not been ful- 
filled, as shown by the fact that in all but five of sixty-three 
different disease conditions for which vaccines had been 
recommended, the percentage of physicians not using or no 
longer using them was néarer 100 than 90 percent. The span 
of the rise and fall of the popularity of vaccines was about 
fifteen years.”

*’* veds of letters came in, each bring- 


ing a remittance of one dollar and 
the patient received two Kinds of 
pills in a-little box. Every one who 
tock the green pills noted the green 
coloration and the effect on his 
mind was just what this good ‘“doc- 
tor” wanted. He felt sure that 
the green meant kidney poisoning. 


** what greater proof could he want? 
{Argue with him until you were ex- 


hausted and you could not convince 


» him that the case of kidney polson- 
| ing had hot best proved, and that 


the medicine was not the greatest 
in the world. The second kind of 
pills stopped the coloration and the 
patient felt sure that the kidneys 
were well. Marvelous! 

Every doctor and drtiggist knows 
that the drug he uséd to éreate this 
coloration was methylene blue. One 
could take a barrél of it without 
any beneficial effect on his Kid- 
neys.

The 
almost megical removal of this ef- 
fect, would utterly oonvince the 
victim that a miraculous cure had 
beeh wrought. Had the objective 
mind functioned, had it not been 
Julled to sleep by this “doctor’s” 
advertisement, the simplest reason-~ 
ing process would have told the pa- 
tient that a physical’ ¢oloration 
from a @ttig was not necessarily 
any proof whatever of the presence 
of internal poisons and the quick 
removal of this temporary cdlora- 
tion did not prove anything except 
the action of drug No. 2 on drug

A case of poisoning is the might- 
iest of emergencies—one of life and 
death. Every minute counts, One 
must know what to fly to on the 
instaht. Below will be found a list 
of poisons and théir effective anti- 
dotes arranged in alphabetical 
orders. 

Absinthe; give an emetic; then 
flaxseed tea ffeely stimulate. 

Acetate of léad; milk, or white 
of eggs in large quantities. 

Acetic Acid; chalk or magnesia 
water; flaxseed tea; lime water. 

Alcohol; treat by emetic (vomit- 
=~ hartshorn and external warm-« 


Ammonia; lemon juicé or diluted 
vihegar. 
Anti-monial wine; give watm 
water freely to encourage vomiting. | 
Arsenic; prompt é¢ifietic of mus+ 
tard and salt; tablespoonful of 
each, follow with sweet oil, butter 

or milk. 

Beg-Bug poison; milk or white of 
eggs in large quantitiés. 
Cantharides; empty 

give mild drinks. 

Carbolic acid; flour and water or 
other glutinous drinks. 

Carbonate of Soda; prompt emie- 
tic, soap or mucilaginous drinks. 

Caustic Potash; lemon juice, or 
vinegar and water. 

Caustic Soda; lethon juice, or 
vinegar and water. 

Cheese; cleanse stomach and 
bowels, apply heat and stimulate. 

Chloride of Lime; give acids, exa- 
cuate bowels, stimulate. 

Chloroform; tablespoonful of 
mustard in warm water, follow with 
stimulating treatment. 

* Corrosive Sublimate; milk, of 
white of eggs, freely. : 

Creasote; st: or flour mixed 
with water, white of eggs and milk, 
or evacute stomach with an emetic.) 

Digitalis; evacuate; lie prone, 
stimulate. 

Ergot; evacuate, give purgatives, 
stimulate. 

Fish; emetic, followed by saline 
salts, and alkaline drinks or 
promptly evacuate bowels and sti- 
miulate.

Sulphate or Chloride of Zinc; so- 
lution of soda, milk, white of eggs. 

Sulphuric Acid; prompt use of 
thagnesia, soap, chalk, or lime wat- 
6r: afterWards mucilage water or 
milk. 

Sumac; apply to parts a paste of 
equal parts of starch and glycerine. 

Tansy; evacuate stomach; stimu- 
late, artifical respiration. 

Tattor Bmétic; drink warm water 
freely to encourage vorniting. 

Tartaric Acid; soap water, lime 
water, —— or chalk. 

Tin; white of eggs and milk, or 
sugar water. 

‘oadstools; eévactiate stomach 
-_ bowéls, give Epson salts, stimu- 
ate. 

Tobacco; encourage vomiting, 
with salt and mustard water, then 
stimulate with spirits of ammonia 
or whiskey and water. 

Turpentine; fresh air, flaxseed or 
slippery elm tea. 

Note: In most cases of poisoning 
vomiting should be excited at once. 
The common emetics are mustard, 
@ tablespoonful to a pint of warm 
water; salt a small handful to a 
pint of warm water; warm water it- 
self, in copious draughts. Salt and 
mustard mixed, a tablespoonful of 
each to a pint of warm water, 
makes 4& quick and powerful emetic.

THE LUBECK MASSACRE 

In the preface to a book he has 
just published, Dr. Julius Moses, 
who is a Member of the German 
Réichstage and of the Federal 
Health Counsel, says: 

"T feel it my duty to help mobil- 
ize all those circles which feel them- 
selves responsible for public welfare, 
to the end of setting aside such rot- 
ten errors in medicine as was thé 
cause of the Lubeck catastrophe. 

“Seventy-five children are the 
sacrfice of the experimenting plague 
in Lubeck. This is a flaming

for the medical organizations, and 
for the general public. I call all 
those who are willing to war against 
those Quacks who under the cover 
of “scientific work” on the healthy 
and the sick perform experiments 
which are a disgrace to the name of 
science, robbing it of its ethical and 
social mission.

BiG POLICE AID

HARRISBURG, Pa.—(INS)—Re- 
vival of the family photograph al- 
bum, discontinued with other cus- 
toms of the “Gay: Nineties” and suc- 
céeding days, is urged by Major 
Lynn G: Adams, superintendent of 
the Pennsylvania State Police. 

Keeping of a family album, Ma- 
jor Adams points*out, is a valuable 
aid to authorities in see 
ing persons, and inability of police 
to, secure good photographs or fin- 

gerprints of such persons has led 
to' many an* unnecessary burial in 
a Potter's field. 

“Family photographs,” says Ma- 
jor jr el “Serve their best pur- 
pose when persons are reported miss- 
ing. Photographs and fingerprints 
of criminals usually are obtained as 
the-result of prior arrests, but when 
‘John Doe’ or his daugnter disap- 
pears from home, police are unable 
to /obtain reliable descriptions. 

‘Only those with long experience 
in such cases can appreciate the 
inability. of relatives and friends to 
furnish reliable rescriptions of miss- 
ing persons. Those who have lived 
daily with the missing person are 
often unable accurately to describe 
‘the. color of hair or éyes for the 
benefit of authorities. 

“A good photograph of the miss- 
ing persons is the best and easiest 
bof of putting: authorities on the 

ert. 

“A ‘brunette weighing about 115 
pounds with several gold fillings in 
her teeth, the ‘Pennsylvania state 
police ‘head points out, is rather in- 
adequate as a description of which 
police are: expected to base discov- 
ery of a missing girl. And many 
descriptions, coming from immedi- 
ate relatives, are: just that compre- 
hensive. 

“Imagine police in Philadelphia, 
or New York, or Chicago or -Pitts- 
burgh or any large city finding a 

persons on the hogy bot of 
such a description;” Major Adams 
tommented. 

Descriptions of clothes worn by 
missing persons, he says, are also 
of: little value unless the missing 
intended to commit suicide. Those 
who leave home’ with carefully laid 
vlans are seldom found wearing 
the clothes-in which they left, he
